pany at long intervals. The annual
banquets generally see him present
All of those who were of the company
at Its'beginning have been Invited to
attend the annual banquet, and Col,
Charles Sweeney, known as "Pop,"
who was the first stage manager ajid
assisted Mr. Field for months in the
preparatory work of launching the
company, will travel from Peru, Ind.
to Columbus, Ga., to be present at the
banquet.
